ARRESIj THIEVES

THREE BOYS ARRESTED FOR
BURGLARY OF "HARDWARE"

REEVE'S TORRANCE STORE

After a week's investigation with 
private detectives from the Nick 
Harris Agency on their trail, three 
boys were arrested In Torrance for 
the burglary of the Torrance Hard­ 
ware Company on July 10. Over 
$200 worth of firearms, ammunition, 
fishing paraphernalia, razors, cut­ 
lery and other things that appeal 
to boys wer-je found In their posses­ 
sion or hidden away in secluded 
spots. The boys were taken to Ju­ 
venile Hall, Los- Angeles, and up 
until today it is not known what 
will be done with thera.

Mr. Reeve went to work quietly 
on the case shortly after the rob- 
ibery and sent to Los Angeles for 
private , detectives, who visited Tor- 
rauc.e and watched the suspected 
ones for several days. Nothing de­ 
finite could be placed against them, 
however, until they shot up a cer­ 
tain cabin In East Torrance." Air- 
other detective came down from the 
elty.and with the aid of local of- 
cers placed the suspects under ar­ 
rest and obtained a confession. They 
led the officers to , their cache near 
the gum grove on the Henry Kettler 
Ranch and to the school yard In 
Torrajice, where they had burled 
part of their .loot. Some of the 
rplunder .was even found in their 
home.8.

Nearly.all of the stolen property 
was recovered by Mr. Reeve, but an 
interesting phase of the case was 
developed when they found proper-

ranee that the owners did not know 
they had lost. This proved to be 
a pure case of shoplifting, and those 
merchants were very grateful for 
the return of their stolen property.

Petty thievery and breaking into 
stores has become a frequent occur­ 
rence In Torrance of late, and Mr. 
Reeve was determined to put a stop 
to having his store broken into. He 
went'to a great deal of expense to 
accomplish this by employing pri­ 
vate detectives, and now feels that 
:he expense was warranted by 
breaking up the gang.
